The Cost of Living. 


We hope that the discussion on the cost 
of living will be resumed at an early 
date in the Provisional Parliament. The 
debate on Wednesday ~ revealed’ some 
startling facts. Mr. Darrell Figgis’s 
figures proved beyond a doubt that 
the whole system of Irish prices is 
seriously at fault, while the personal 
evidence of Sir James Craig, one of the 
members for Trinity College, reinforced 
the demand for an immediate ani 
thorough inquiry. The Government has 
declared its intention of setting up local 
committees to investigate the obvious dis- 
crepancies between prices and costs; but 
we are inclined to agree with Mr. Thomas 
Johnson that local committees, in them- 
selves, will not be adequate. The cost of 
living is not a local problem. It affects 
every man and woman in the country and 
requires a national policy to remedy its 
evils, Every town and village has its 
peculiar difficulties ; for that reason strong 
local committees certainly ought to be 
formed. The work of such bodies, how- 
ever, is not likely to meet with much suc- 
cess unless it is co-ordinated through the 
medium of a central committee. A definite 
plan is needed. Haphazard methods will 
yield no useful results. If a central com- 
mittee, were established at once and were 
endowed with wide powers, it could delegate 
some of those powers to local organis:- 
tions; but the problem is of such magni- 
tude that it must be tackled as a whole. 

The facts which were cited by Sir Jamos 
Oraig deserve the widest publicity. The 
case of bread, of course, is notorious. The 
price of the 2lb. loaf in Dublin is 5d. 
It is fivepence in Belfast and still less in 
London and Liverpool. Doubtless, there is 
a good reason for this difference, We are 
told, for instance, that the cost of labour 
“is higher in Southern Ireland than it is 
in the North. The public, however, will 
not. be satisfied with mere ‘statements. 
It wants incontrovertible proofs, and they 
can be obtained only through the 
medium of a sworn inquiry. . Milk is 
almost as important as bread, and 
here again Dublin conditions are in- 
explicable. The contractor for one big 
Dublin hospital supplies milk for Js. 6d. 
per gallon, or 4id. per quart. In the 
summer he even makes a reduction on this 
figure, or, alternatively, increases the 
quantity of his supplies. Presumably this 
contractor makes a profit on his deliveries, 
Yet Sir James Craig is charged 8d. per 
quart for his milk, and the vast majority 
of Dublin’s population pays the same 
price. Potatoes are another vital neces- 
sary. Farmers are complaining that they 
are forced to sell their stocks at from 4d. 
to 6d. per stone; but the Dublin consumer 
pays tenpence, and sometimes so much as 
a shilling, A like condition of affairs 
exists throughout almost the whole range 
of every-day commodities. Fruit prices 
this -year were’ fantastic. Meat and 
clothing, footwear and hosiery, cost more 
in Southern Ireland than in England or 
Belfast. Something somewhere is radically 
wrong. 

It is easy to dismiss the whole matter 
with the single word “ profiteer.”’ -Un- 
doubtedly, “profiteering " is rife, but the 
root of the problem. lies far deeper than 
the greed of individual traders. The whole 
system of buying and selling is at fault. 
Mr. Thomas Johnson attributes much cf 
the evil of high prices to the fact that 
there are too many distributors. Small 
traders, naturally, try to make the 
marimum profit on a small turn-over. 
One of. the principal. causes of our 
economic troubles, however, lies in the 
multiplicity of hands through which goods 
pass before they reach the consumer. We 
have too many “ middlemen.’’ The small 
shopkeeper does not buy his goods directly 
from field or factory. He deals with agents, 
factors,: importers, wholesalers and the 
like; and, naturally enough, every one of 
them takes his own share of profit, which 
ultimately the unfortunate consumer is 
compelled to pay. The time is hardly ripe 
yet for the introduction of the co-opera- 
tive system on a large scale, but a start 
might be made by an cffiort to bring the 
small trader into immediate touch with his 
sources of supply. The “ profiteer”’ will 
not offer much resistance to an orgagised 
public opinion, and the fixing of maztmum 
prices by the Government would put a

'“ profiteer,” however, were to be put in 
jail to-morrow, refail prices still would be

The Tango. 


_ At a conference which will be held next 
Sunday in London eminent dancing-masters 
and dancing-mistresses will consider what 
the “ tango’’ is, how it ought to be danced 
and why, and the appropriate’ music to 
which the rhythmic evolutions should be 
performed, Continental exponefts, as well 
as British, will participate in the dis- 
cussion, and it is to be supposed that 
in these circumstances very definite; and 
even drastic, decisions will be reached. 
The “tango,’’ as everyone knows who has 
seen, it danced by Latin-Americans before 
the neuro-negroid school of dancing ousted 
all others, is a lively, but graceful and 
eurythmic, dance—the physical mani- 
festation, if one can imagine such a thing, 
of a country and a people that fall midway 
between the perfumed languor of the 
tropics and ¢i® vigour of the 
temperate zone, To this dance the 
Senegambianised rag-time “tango ' of the 
European thé dansant bears as much 
resemblance as the caperings of intoxi- 
cated mariners bear to the charming, but 
dignified, evolutions of the minuet or the 
saraband. That the dancing-masters of 
London should desire to restore their art 
to a higher esthetic level is quite natural, 
Many of them are artists, just as many 
stage-dancers are artists. There is more 
employment for them also when real 
dancing—difficult, as is everything really 
artistic—is in fashion than when the 
febrile shuffle and prance of the modern 
performance is all the rage. 


Perverted Palates. 


The observations of the Hon. Edwin 
Barclay, Secretary of State for the Re- 
public of Liberia, on the subject of 
cannibalism, as given to 
journalist on the Minister's arrival in 
London, by no means support the dicta of 
the anthropologists wh. have dealt par- 
ticularly with this unpleasant subject. 
Cannibalism, he explained, had broken 
out as lately as the last year or two among 
some of the primitive tribes of Liberia. 
The: tribes thus addicted are not, it 
appears, naturally cannibalistic, but: some 
off the natives “developed perverted 
palates.” Secret societies were formed, 
accompanied ' with gruesome  initiatory 
rites; and every initiaté was required 
to provide a human sacrifice, upon whose 
remains the society feasted. Only when 
people began to disappear in large num: 
bers did the authorities grow suspicious ; 
but they never succeeded in apprehending 
any of the feasters, whose orgies took 
place in the depths of the forest. We must 
confess that we swallow Mr. Barclay’s 
cannibals with a grain of salt. Much has 
been written in the past about cannibals. 
They have been found to eat their relatives 
from a perverted sense of piety; but the 
cannibal who becomes a cannibal because 
he acquires a perverted palate is quite too 
horrible to be true.

day. There was less inclination in poli. 
tical circles this mornmg to assume that 
the Coalition is at an end, and in this 
connection Mr. Chamberlain's speech is 
being looked forward to with mofe interes, 
than that of the Prime Minister. I 
Chamberlain® is extremely loyal to his 
friends, and it is thought to be most in. 
likely that he will in any way throw over 
the Prime Minister or his policy. 

By a large section of the Uonservati\s 
Party Mr. Chamberlain's speech is bein; 
awaited not only with interest, but wir) 
apprehension. It is feared that his loyal: 
to his chief may carry him further than 
the party as a whole is prepared to yo, 
and that, if he attempts to attach nm too 
closely to the Prime Minister's wagyo 
the result may be that many of the local - 
organisat’ .s will repudiate his leadersh) 
Mr. Chamberlain will have to walk rer, 
circumspectly if he is to avoid a split in 
the party, which would almost certain!r 
vai in Labour s being able to dictate the 
policy of the next Administration. 

So far as one can judge, the Prime 
Minister appears to be better supporte 
by Conservatives in the Cabinet than by 
those in the House of Commons, and hy 
those in the House than by those in the 
country. This is all to his credit, sincs 
it signifies that those who know him hke 
him most, or, to put it in mathematical 
form, his influence varies inversely with 
the square of the distance at which it 1s 
exercised. He must, I think, be inchned 
to regret at this juncture that, part!s 
through circumstances, and partly through 
his own preference, he has devoted so 
much time of late years to his work as an 
international statesman.

THE BISHOP’S APPEAL.

Dealing with the report of the Diocesan Coun- 
cil, the President said that, considering the 
special difficulties of the present, he tru that 
they might say that the report gave proof that 
from a financial point of view the diocese was 
in a healthy and vigorous condition. There 
was. however, one figure in the report which 
might well cause them some anziety. The 
arrears of assessment had inereased by £300, 
and the debt due to the diocese by certain 
parishes stood at £1,623. That was a very 
sptious and unsatisfactory state of affairs. - 

When he e to them on that matter at 
their last Synod he pointed out how the carry- 
ing over each year of these parochial debts 
caused hardship and injustice on every. clergy- 
man in the diocese. © money which had to 
be set aside to balance that debt was monev 
which belonged to the. diocese at large, and 
would be available, if the debts were wiped 
out, for distribution in the form of bonus among 
tho clergy. The Council had now resolved to 
take the action it was legally entitled to take, 
and to prevent. as far as possible, any further 
accumulation of debt. . 

In the case of parishes within the scheme, 
interest from endowments and from parish 
grants now allocated to stipend would have to 
be transferred to assexsment, and, in parishes 
outside the scheme, the responsibility of the 
Council must in future be limited to paving as 
stipend only the amount actually received. This, 
he feared, was bound to cause a reduction in 
stipend in the parishes concerned, but there 
was no alternative. It was obvious that the 
diocese could not continue to pay ont money 
that it had no mandate for paving, either under 
the scheme or under direction from the Synod. 


APPEAL TO LAY REPRESENTA- 
TIVES. 


He earnestly appealed to the lay representa- 
tives of those parishes where debts were accumu- 
lating. to organise some special effort to meet 
their liabilities, and to reduce the amount of 
their arrears. . 

In..his' review of the reports’ of the various 
committees, the President mentioned that the 
work of caring for the religious training of 
their children was being fully maintained. Act- 
ing upon the authority deputed to that Synod 
last year, the Board of Education had been en- 
abled to spend a portion of its income im 
grants to aid several of their smaller and weaker 
schools. If it had not been for this timely as- 
sistance several of those schools would, in all 
probability, have been closed. 


REPORT AND ACCOUNTS. 


Colonel Pepper moved the adoption of the 
annual report of the Dioeesan Council and the 
statement of accounts for 1921. From these it 
appeared that the cash receipts from assess- 
ment were £5,190. 0s. 2d., as compared with 
£5,936 11s. 5d. in 1920 showing a decrease of 
£746 lls. 34. The Council stated that 
it was disappointing that the record reached 
in: 1920 was not repeated in 1921. The arrears 
of assseesment had increased considerably, 
amounting to £1,623 14s. 7d., as againet £1,325 
16s. 10d. for 1920. The Council had been com- 
pelled to inform the Parochial Treasurers of 
the defaulting parishes that unless the arrears 
were paid up the stipends of the Rectors would 
be uced. 

The excess of income over expenditure on the 
various revenue accounts for 1921 was £745 14s., 
of which £481 14s. 9d. had been distributed 
among the clergy; £181 Os. 1ld. had been added 
to the capital of the Superannuation Fund, and 
£82 18s. 4d. (interest on Stipend Fund No. 2) 
carried forward. é 

Colonel Popper said that he regretted ex- 
ceedingly that they had not kept up the record 
of 1990. "The 1921 accounts showed an increase 
of. £746 in the amounts due for assessment. 
This arrear was principally caused by the 
failure of five parishes to pay their assessment. 
The amount required to pay the clergy their 
stipend was £6,813 14s. 9d., but £5,190 Os. 2d. 
was the amount they received for assessment. 
They, therefore, had to borrow £1,623 from 
the Representative Church Body, and pay in- 
terest on that amount. That was not satisfac- 
tory, and the Council had been obliged to take 
strong measures to get the arrears paid up. 
He thought that. their clergy were very favour- 
ably treated; for, in addition to receiving the 
amounts due for assessments, and various 
grants, s eum of £1,915 had been distributed by

ULSTER ‘PRISON 
SHIP. 


AN “UNQUALIFIED 
SUCCESS.” 


SIR DAWSON BATES 
AND CRITICS.

A discussion in regard to the Ulster prison 
ship took place in the Northern Parliament yes- 
terday. afternoon.”

To cope with these they. had to get extra 
accommodation, which they were able to secure 
by the acquisition of the ship, Argenta. The 
acquisition of the vessel was made the medium 
of propaganda, based on allegations about the 
prisoners and their awful suffering. But imita- 
tion was the sincerest form of flattery, and they 
now found that the Provisional Government, 
the members of which were the Ulster Govern- 
ment’s hostile critics, had: the same 
method of dealing with the situation in. the 
South of Ireland. Both as regards the health 
of the internees and as an economical experi- 
ment, the eee of the Argenta had proved 
an unquali success. 


COST OF MAINTENANCE.

CHURCH NOTES.

The Church Congress which meets this week 
at Sheffield is the fiftyeventh which has been 
held. It is the second which has met at 
Sheffield, the first having been held forty-four 
years ago. As Sheffield was then in the Arch- 
diocese of York, rts first Congress was presided 
over by Arehbishop. Thomson, who was an 
especial favourite among the workingmen. 
The first workingmen’s meeting in connection 
with a Church Congress was held, under his 
initiative, at York in 1866.
